PREAMBLE AND CONSTITUTION 
From a long series of experiences' we, the church¬ 
es of Jesus Christ, being regularly baptized upon 
our profession of faith in Jesus Christ, are con¬ 
vinced of the necessity of a combination of churches, 
in order to perpetuate a union and communion 
among us, and preserve, maintain and keep the 
rules and orders of an association, according to 
the folLwing plan or form of government: 

Art. 1. The Association shall be composed of 
members chosen by the different churches, and duly 
sent to represent in the Association, who shall be 
members whom they think best qualified for that 
purpose, and producing letters from their respect¬ 
ive churches certifying their J|pp intment, shall be 
entitled to seats. ^ 

Art. 2. In the letters from %he different churches 
shall be expressed their full |pllow k ship, their bap¬ 
tized, restored, received by letter, dismissed, ex¬ 
communicated and dead, since the last Association. 

Art. 3. The members thus chosen and ( ' i 
shall have no power to lord it over God’s ‘ i, 


nor shall they have any clerical p wer * 9 
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churches, nor shall they infringe on the interna 1 
rights of any church in the union. 


Art. 4. The Association when convened shall be 
governed and ruled by a proper decorum. 

Art. 5. The Association shall have a Moderator 
and Clerk, who shall be chosen by the suffrage of 
members present. 

Art. 6. New churches shall be admitted intb our 
union, who shall petition by letter and delegate, 
and if found upon examination to be orthodox and 
orderly, shall be* received by the Association and 
manifested by the MfWerat-r giving the right hand 
of fellowship. 


Art. 7. JEvery church in the union shall be enti¬ 
tled to representation in the Association. 

Art. 8. Every query presented by any church to 
the Association, being first debated in their own 
chqrch, shall be taken up by the Association. 

Art. 9. Every motion made and seconded shall 
be taken up by the Association, except it be with¬ 
drawn by the member who made it. 

Art. 10. The Association shall endeavor to fur¬ 
nish the churches with'minutes of the Association. 

Art. 11. The churches shall send money by the 
delegates of each cl^qrch to pay for printing the 
minutes of£the Association. 

Art.,12. There shatFbe a record book kept where¬ 
in thet proceedings of every Association shall be 
regulaijpjy recorded by a secretary appointed for 
that purpose. 

Art.^13. The minutes of the Association shall 

read jand corrected, if need be, and signed by 

Mm 
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Moderator and Clerk, before-the Associati n -rises. 

Art. 14. Amendments to this form or plan of 
government may be made at any time by a ma¬ 
jority of the union when they deg^ it necessary. 

Art. 15. All matters coming l^bre the Associa¬ 
tion shall be decided by the will of the majority, 
except receiving new churches and corresponding 
with other Associations, which shall be d:ne by an 
unanimous vote. 

Art. 16. The Association shall have power: 1. To 
provide for the general union of the churches; 2. 
To preserve inviolably a chain of communication 
among the churches; 3. To give the churches all 
necessary advice in matters of difficulty; 4. To in¬ 
quire into tlie cause why the churches fail at any 
time to represent themselves at the Asjocia f ion; 5. 
To appoint any member or members by and wi^h 
their consent to transact any business which they 
may think necessary; 6. To withdraw from any 
church in this uni n who shall ^violate the rule^ of 
the Association or deviate from the orthodox prin¬ 
ciple^ of religion; 7. To admit any orderly minister 
of our order to a seat with us in the Association; 
8. To adjourn to any future time and place most 
convenient to the church or union; 9. No minister 
shall be ordained unless forwarded by a church, 
and it shall require two or more Ordained Minis¬ 
ters to compose a presbytery for that purpose. 

RULES OF DECORUM 

Art. 1. The Association shall be opened arid closed 
with prayer. 
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Art. 2. A Moderator and Clerk shall be chosen 
by the suffrage of the members present. 

Art. 3. Only one member shall speak at the same 
time, who shall rise from his seat and address the 
Moderator when he is about to make his speech. 

Art. 4. The person thus speaking shall not be in¬ 
terrupted in his speech, except by the Moderator, 
till he is done speaking, and shall strictly adhere 
to the subject and in no wise reflect on the person 
who has spoken before him or make any remarks 
on his slips ajjd failures and imperfections, but 
shall verily state the cause and matter as nearly 
as he can, so as to convey his light and idea. 

Art. 5. No person shall rise and speak more than 
three times on one subject without liberty obtained 
from the Association. 

Art. 6.No person shall abruptly break off or ab¬ 
sent himself from the Association without liberty 
obtained from it. 

Art. 7. No member of the Association shall have 
the liberty of laughing during the sitting of same, 
nor whisper in time of public speech. 

Art. 8. No member of the Association shall ad¬ 
dress another by any title or appellation other than 
that of brother. 

Art. 9. The Moderator shall not interrupt a mem¬ 
ber till he gives his idea upon the subject, except 
he breaks the rules of decorum. 

Art. 10. The names of the members of the Asso¬ 
ciation shall be enrolled by the clerk and called 
over as often the the Association requires. 

Art. 11. The Moderator shall have the same priv- 
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ilege of speech as any other member, provided the 
chair be filled, but shall have no voice unTess the 
Association be evenly divided. 

Art. 12. An^ member^j^ho shall wilfully and 
knowingly break any of Ae rules shall be reproved 
by the Association as it may think proper. 

Art. 13. But three members shall take a scat in 
the Association from each church. 

Art, 14. The rules of decorum shall be read by 
the clerk at the commencement of every Associa¬ 
tion. 

ARTICLES OF FAITH 

We, the churches of Jesus Christ of United Bap¬ 
tists are constituted on th€ following faith, viz: 

Art. 1. We believe in only, one true and living 
God. the Creator of the heaven and earth anjl all 
things therein contained. 

Art. 2. We believe in Jesus Christ, the eternal Son 
.of God, who is Head and King of His church. 

Art. 3. We believe in the H.o } y Ghost, the Sealer 
and Applier of the redemption purchased by 
Christ. 

Art. 4. We believe in the Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost, and these three are One. 

Art. 5. We believe in the scriptures r f the Old 
and New Testament to be the infallible word of 
God, take it for our only r^e of faith and practice, 
and nothing is to be added or taken from it. 


Art. 6. We believe in the free atonement of Jesus 
Christ and that He tasted death for every man and 
woman upon the terms of the gospel. 











Art. 7. We believe that repentance and faith in 
the Lord Jesus Christ are necessary previous to 
baptism and that immersion is the only right way 
to administer the ordinance. 

Art. 8. We believe that Christ has but one trtie 
gospel church and that it will finally persevere" 
through grace to glory. 

Art. 9. We believe in the communion of the 
.Lord’s Supper, that is, the taking of the bread and 
wine by^lthe church of Jesus Christ in commem¬ 
oration of the death and suffering of the Son of 
God until His second coming. 

Art. 10. We believe that feet washing is an or¬ 
dinance of Jesus Christ and ought to be observed 
and kept up by His church until His second coming. 

Art. 11. We believe in the sum of the moral law 
as it stands on record in the Book of Exodus. 

Art. 12. We believe that Jesus Christ is the first 
resurrection from the dead and that He lives for¬ 
ever. 

Art. 13. We beheve in the resurrecticn of the just 
and unjust. 

Art. 14. We believe in the final punishment of 
the wicked and the eternal happiness- .of the right¬ 
eous.
